Wost of th:s indebtedness accrued prior to the first of November, i 
1867. The last-Legislature, on the 3d day of December, passed 

vhat 15 known as the “Funding Act,” intending to provide for 

‘he bonding of all indeLtedness existing on the first day of Nov- 

imber, 1867. This act provided for the funding of sixty thou- 

and dollars, which amount fell below the true indebtedaess of the 

"erritory ut that time about the sum of eighteen thonsand four 

;undred and one dollars and sixty-one cents, ($18,401 6I). Ten 

hodsand six hundred and thirty s1x dollars and ten cents of this 

‘mount has been received by the Treasurer for taxes; fifty-eight 

iousand seven hundred and sixty-one dollars and sixty-six cente 

as been bonded, leaving a balance of this class of indebtedness 

et unprovided for, about the sum of six thousand five hundred 

14 fifty-eight dollars and ninety-five cents. I would, therefore, 

xcommend that said * Funding Act” be so amended as to au- j 
iovize the Treasurer to issue Bonds for an Amon sufficient to 

deem all of that elass of warrants.

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In preparing these lists, I wasinfluenced. to some extent, by the tact 
that many ot these works were m common use in the Territory. The 
cost of school books here is no inconsiderable item, and the principal in» 
ducement for several of these selections was to mold the inconvenience of 
4 change and the expense consequent thereon. None ofthe county super- 
intendents have made any objection to this list or suggested any change, 
I take it for granted, therefore, that it is satisfactory. > > 


After incorporating the amendments of the last Legislature into the 
body of the school law, 1 caused a number of copies, sufficient to supply 
ali the school officets in the’Ler tory with at Jeast one copy, to be printed 
and bound in pamphlet torm. ‘Phese, together sith forms for the re 
ports of county superinterdents and district 'elerks, and daily register 
for the use of teachers, I sent to the several county superintendents, wit 
instructions to distribute them to the various school officers and others en- 

' titled by law to receive them. 


J deliyered two leetures on the subject of education in Diamond Cit 
and twoin Helena. I also prepared several articles which were publishe 
ia the Gazette. ‘The lectures were listened ta with marked interest, 

We have no pet manent school fund iu the ‘Ferritery. nor baye we ani 
legislation tending to the establishment of sucha fund. The sixteent 
aud thirty-sixth sections of land given by the United States for schoolin 
purposes, are meueraily reserved to the townships m which they me lo 
eated, or to tne counties, and never, so for as J have been able ro leary 
enter into a State or Teiritoria! fund.

Congtess will, no doubt, ultimately make to this Territory. as it Was te 
other States and "'erritories, an appropriation of lands for a College or 
University, hereaiter to be established. How much better to make such 
au appropriation now, while a chore seler tion ean be wade, au& the value 
of such douation could be more than doubled to such an institution by 
aecnring alternate sections in our rich, but yer unoceupied valleys, An 
appropriation by the Lezislatme of a part of the ‘Territorial 1evenue, say 
ten per cént. per annum. 4s a permanent school tund would, it -eems to 
mé. wark no great hirdship, since the principal could be used by the 
‘Territory in the form of 4 loau, aud as the amount would necessarily be 
small at first, the interest payable semi-annually would he no burden 5 
and yet iu a few years we should establish a basis for a permanent tund. 
and a foundation upon which wecould build with material collected fom 
other sources. 

Oar school tax must neeessarily be large ro sustain any system ‘that shall 


meet our demands foredueation. H we hada school fund yielding a good ] 


dividend to the counties respectively, our direet tax would be propor- 
tionately lighter. 

‘The importan: e of the matter here suggested will be recognized by all. 
The only question, I apprehend, will 1elate to the speediest and best 
means for its accomplishment. Other and better means than those here 
suggested may be devised by the Legislature for the accomplishment of 
this desirableend. In any event, LH trast an initial point may be reached 
Nom which we may calculate, with certainty. on favorable results in the 

uture. 

The Jaw provides that where the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections 
shall have been occupied previous to the United States survey, other 
lands shall be selected in lieu thereof. The surveys as far as made show 
that some of these lands have been occupied. Some legislution will be 
necessary to secure the selection and location of these lands, and to pro- 
vide for the leasing and sale of the school lands aud the investment of the 
proceeds. It is important that these selections should be made at the ear- 
lest day practicable, before the best Iands are occupied. 

The common school system under which we are attempting to work. 
presents, ,both in ite general scope and in its details, many admirable teg- 
tures ; and in a communiry fayorably cireumetanced. would accomplish 
all that was contemplated by the Legislature that vaveit being, But the 
experience of four years hag demoustrated its want of adaptation to our 
surroundings, and its utter Ingdequucy; to meet our demanes And yeti 
find it difficult to suggest any amendment by which the evils known te 
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exist ciu be remove | without sadly derauging the whol: system. ‘hig 
would lead to much contusion, and beattended with serous conseguente 
to our sehools now organized, many of which, notwithstarding all oppo- 
sing influences, we in a tlourishing condition. ‘fo obviate these consc 
quences, iud yet to humonize the system to our present social condition 
und to give it that sreneth and eftieleney neeessury to vigor und suceesss 
it seems to me that the "l'erritorial Superintendent shotit be required te 
visit cack county in the ‘Territory nt least twice a year ; that he should 
cive his whole time to the work of edueation, and With tongue and pen 
Taithitully and eainestly Keep the subject in all its bearings aud relations in 
lite hetore the public. He might be required to discharge ail the duties of 

? aut Superintendent in those counties where there were found less than, 
say ten or twenty, organized districts.‘ ‘This would save ta the county 
the tiiflinz expense ot a County Superintendent's salary. and to the 
County Superintendent the duties ofa public servant for which he is inad- 
equate y paid, and to which consequently he ean give but little of his tiwe 
and attention. 

Instead of three directors and a clerk. E would suggest that a district 
bo ird shou d be composed of 4 president. 2 clerk anit a trenne, ond that 
these should receive a per dien? compeucsation—especially should the clerk 
receive 2 compensation when listing or making a cen-us of the children iw 
his disiiict. 

‘The authority ot the clerk to colleet a speca tax. levied bv a district 
meeting. has heen ealled in question 3 aud 1 understand. rhe Supreme 
Comit. in a ense nising io the Helean district, decided that the statute. 
gave hun no suittient authority. Iieter to Chapter III, Seetron 10-5 of 
the school law, ISGS This defect should be remedied. 

The County Superintendent should be required to be mesent at the 
organization of every distikct in his county, to see that the proceedings 
were regular, the records properly made up aud preserved, ang the pth- 
cers duly qualified. He should be authorized to wdmnnister the oath of 
office to those elect d. 

The sehoo! tax should be made uniform and detinite throusiout the 
‘Yervitory. As it now stands, one couaty may levy one mill, another 
three mills on the dollar 1 «ee no good reason for this disparity. Five 
2nills on the ilollar, iu ever y eouaty alike. would give a school tnng that 
would meet, tery amply. the demands for education, and anything less 
will prove insuflieient. 

While this is a large per cent. fo; educational purposes, I am satisfied 
from the past liberality of the people of the Territory that if would be 
readily aequiesec din aud eheerlally paid. Theinterest now awakened on 
the sub ci of education in every community 3$ ihe Teritory shows this 
to be a eritieal and vitally imporiant period in our edneational career. A 
little judicious legislation at this time may give, in this department, an 
inipeius whose influence will be felt for generations to come. While on 
the other hand. shovld we fail to discern ** the signs of the times,?" aud 
let the auspieious moment pass tnimproved, it may cost years of toil and 
much money to regain the spirit of progress now so generally aroused 
and everywhere apparent. 

We have every prospect of entering on the duties of the incoming year 
under tar more favorable circumstances than those by which we were sur- 
rounded at the beginning ot the present, and we trust that the results ot 
the combined efforts of all engaged in this great and good work may, 
with the blessing of God, meet the highest expectations and most salt- 
guine hopes of all who are directly or indirectly interested.
